Requesting a Vote-by-Mail ballot is aseasyas 1 -2 - 3

Under current Florida Laws, voters who choose to vote by mail must renew their Vote-
by-Mail requests for each election cycle, which occurs every two years after the General
Election. If you want to receive a Vote-by-Mail ballot for the 2024 elections, you will
need to complete a new Vote-by-Mail request, unless you have already submitted a
new request since November 9, 2022.

Sign up today to request your Vote-by-Mail ballot for a specific election or for all
elections through the next General Election.

IMPORTANT: Make sure you have your Florida driver license or ID number, or the last four
digits of your Social Security number ready when making your request to ensure your voter
record is verified.
